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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 19 January 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention (see Remarks, p. 8), it is noted that the features upon 
which applicant relies (i.e., a full management interface implemented on a wireless 
device) are not recited in the rejected claims. Although the claims are interpreted in 
light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. 
See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Regarding Applicant's argument that Win does not disclose both a full 
management and limited management over a wireless connection, it is noted that Win's 
disclosure specifically states that wireless links may be used for network connections 
and that both full and limited management connections are supported on the networked 
devices. The implementation of a limited management interface on a wireless device, as 
claimed, is therefore anticipated. 

Regarding Applicant's argument that Win's delegated roles are not the same 
thing as a limited management interface (see Remarks, p. 8), a user in a delegated role 
is allowed to perform a subset of the administrators function; it therefore constitutes a 
limited management interface. 

Regarding Applicant's argument (see Remarks, pp. 8-9) that Win does not 
disclose the managing of a "network security application," the definition of "network 
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security application" in Applicant's specification is open-ended and does not preclude 
other types of network security application that are well-known in the art but which do 
not appear on the list of exemplary applications. Win specifically discloses the 
supervision of some network security applications (such as full or limited password 
management) and further discloses that any device on the network may be managed 
and that some of those devices may be network security devices, such as firewalls. 

Moreover, the recitation of a firewall in claim 1 1 (see Remarks, p. 10) no longer 
has patentable weight because the recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is 
generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a 
process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not 
depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural 
limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 
1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). 

In response to applicant's argument that Win's disclosure teaches to a different 
application than the claimed invention (see Remarks, pp. 10-12), a recitation of the 
intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the 
claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim.
